SIR, 


HE Clergy of your Kingdom have frequently 'made 
Complaints to yuur Majeſty, againſt thoſe of the Pretend- 
ed Reforined Religion 3 and always took an exa& care 
not to mention any thing in the Papers they preſent- 

ed to you , but what was both neceſſary and very clearly pro- 
ved. « idBhu's 2 
But they thought this ought to be ſeparated from all the 
reſt ; becauſe this, of all others, moſt ſenſibly touches them ; ap- 
pears to themthe moſt important 3 and may be proved by the moſt 
authentick Teſtimonies. | 

This Complaint, Sir, regards the Faith of the Catholick Church, 
whoſe Purity the Miniſters and Writers of the Pretended Reforn- 
ed Religion ſeck to blacken, by unſufferable Injuries, and Ca- 
lumnies of the deepeſt Dye. | 

They know it cannot be attacqued with ſolid Reaſons 3- they 
have by Experience found, that the Arguments they bring to'prove 
their new-invented Doctrine, make ſlight Impreſſions in the Peoples 
Minds. They daily fee, that when they faithfully repreſent the 
Sentiments of the Catholick Church, they can neither juſtify their 
ſeparation, nor excuſe the Extravagancies of their firſt Reformers. 
Finding it therefore impoſſible, by this means, to maintain their - 
Ground, they have recourſe to an unjuſt, and pernicious Artifice : 
they impute-to the Catholick Charch an infinite number of groſs 
and palpable Errors : they ſuppoſe that ſhe either diſgviſes or con- 
demn- the moſt eſſential veritics of Religion ; and repreſenting her 
under the hideons Idea'of a. Society, profeſſing an impious Do- 
&rine, and denying the chicfeſt Articles of Faith, no wonder the 
Peoples Minds under their Conduct, ſhould beſo faralienated as 
to feel a horror, and deteſtation of her. 
- The Clergy has long time, with grief, perccived the fad Effects

of this their Malice, and ſtudied to find out ſome means to damm 
the Current. | | 

The laft Afſembly, in Eighty two, upon this account ifſued out 
2 Paſtoral Advertiſement, direfted to thoſe of the pretended Re- 
formation. T hey thought by exhorting and preſling them to ex- 
plicatethe reaſons why they ſeparated from us, they might induce 
them to make a more ferious Reflection ; and that they would be 
aſhamed to fee their Breach with us, to have been grounded only 
upon Calummes, and Suppoſitions. 

And God be praiſed,their endeavours were not wholly fruſtrate 3 
for of the almoſt infinite number of Heretics, who have ſince 
that time been converted, there are but very few who did not re- 
turir tothe Boſom of their Mother Church, upon the force of this 
invincible Argument ; that ſeeing there cannot be any lawful cauſe 
of Separation, all thoſe which the pretended Reform'd altledg 
1n their behalf, can bear no werght. 

| But there -is one obſtacle which did, and does at preſent, hinder 

the chick Effects which were hoped from it. That voice of the Bi- 
 ſhopsand Paſtors of the Chatholic Church, could not reach the Ears 
of the common fort of People of that perſwaſion 3 the Miniſters ej- 
ther diſlwaded them from reading, this Paſtoral Advertiſement, or 
eave falſe Explications of it, as they do of the Holy Scripture, and 
Writings of the Father-. By this means, Sir, the greateſt part of 
your Subjects, 'of the Pretended Reforn?d Religion, ſtill live in 
Error, and the Evil will be without a Remedy, unleſs your Majeſty 
{apport by your Protection, and by your Authority uphold, what 
the Clergy has ſo happily begun. WD 

Although our Kings, your Majeſties Predecefſlors, permitted the 
Exerciſe of the Pretended Reform'd Religion, upon Conditions 
only, 1n times of Diſturbance, and for reaſons which no longer now 
{ub{iſt 3 and though, confidering the flouriſhing State in which your 
Majeſties Wiſdom - and Valour has eſtablithed this your Kingdom, 
the'-Clergy has -juſt reaſon: to beg a revocation of thoſe Edit, 
which granted this permnuſuon 3 yet this 15 not at preſent what they 
infilt upon. 

It 18. not for the revocation. of any Edit, they make this humble 
.Supphcation to your Majeſty. 

There1s none, neither can their be any, that permits the pretend- 
ed Reform'd to Calummate the Chatholic Church, or ro charge 
her with falſe Doctrines, which (he neither did, nor docs, at preiat, 
teach, 


That 


That would be a ſtrange and wicked Priviledge, which the Mini- 


ſters themſelves would bluſh to own. | 

Imputations and Calumnies are Crimes which both divine and 
human Laws condemn. They are ſeverely puniſhed, when they 
only touch the reputation of Particulars 3 but much more criminal, 
when they ſtrike at the whole Body of the State. 

The Pretended Reform'd, how great ſoever their Blindneſs be, 
are not arrived to that heighth of Folly, as to maintain it to be 
lawful for them to Pradtiſe thoſe Crimes, or to complain of your 
Majeſty, tor your Prohibition of them. 

Yet this however (Sir) 1s the fole Grace your Clergy here de- 
mands ; that fo long as it ſhall pleaſe your Majeſty to permit the 
Pretended Reform'd to excerciſe their Religion, they may be for- 
bid to continue to make uſe of thoſe [njuries and Calumnies, which 
they have formerly, and do daily, publiſh in their Books and Ser- 
mons, 2 - 

Your Majeſty will fee clearly, it is not without Grounds, your 
Clergy offers you this Complaint. 

Tho' we have abſtained from relating many of their Terms, 
which thwart the rules of Modeſty, and which St. Paul would not 
have to benamed amongſt the Faithful ; yet your Majeſty'will be 
amaz'd to ſee to what almoſt incredible exceſles Paſſion has carried 
our Reformers. | 

There's not one Article of our Faith, which they do-not abuſe 
by groſs Injuries, and Calumnies not to be indured. 

This Colle&ion which the Clergy has made, and takes the liber- 
ty to preſent to your Majeſty, is a full Conviction of it. 

They accuſe the Catholic Church of profeihing Errors. They 
accuſe her of not believing the Fundamental Verittes of Chri- 
ſtanity 3 and to lay the charge home, they affect che moſt outragi- 
and injurious Language. 

The Clergy ($1) complains of ſo unreaſonable a manner of 
Proceeding, and to evidence fo great Injuſtice, beſeeches your Ma- 
jeſty to compare the Dottrinz, which 1: attributed by the Calviniſts 
to the Charch of KRoxze, with that whichis contained- 1n her Pro- 
feſlion of Faith, and the Deciſtons of the Council of 7 ret. 

This compariton is the moſt natural,” and the ſurc{t way to judo 
of the Juſtice, or Injuſtice of the Pretended Reformers acculati- 
on: And this, Sir, 1s the only thing your Clergy, with due Subinith-- 
on, begs of yo.'r Majelty,

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' We have, to avoid Confuſion,and to ſhew the truth more clearly, 
noted each Article of Faith in Particular, and formed thereon two 
Columns. 

In the firſt we have tranſcribed the proper terms of the Profeſſion 
of our Faith, and of the Decifions of the Council of Trext : and your 
Majeſty will ſee thereia the true DodGrine of the Catholick Church. 

We have in the ſecond, related the very words which the Pre- 
tended Reform'd make uſe of, when in their Books they propoſe 
the Faith of the Roar Church : and your Majeſty will there ſee 
what kind of Do&rines they impute to us. 

And by the Paralcl alone, than which nothing can be more 
ſimple'and finccre, your Majeſty will clearly fee there's no reſern- 
blance, but on the contrary, the difference to be fo ſenſible, and 


ſo palpable betwixt what the Roman Church profeſles, and what is 


attributed to her by the pretended Reformers, they are plainly 
convinced of Calumnics and Impoſturecs. 

If the Queſtion concerned only our own Perſons in particular, 
we would not, Sir, appear before your Majeſty with theſe com- 
plaints, that we might by your Juſtice, and your Authority obtain 
the Reparation of thoſe injuries, which theſe Miniſters daily utter 
againſt us m their Libells; on the contrary, the Clergy wonld be 
overjoy*d to teſtify the ſincere Charity they have for them, by 
Patience, and a voluntary oblivion of all ſuch injuries : but we 
cannot negle& the Honour of the Church our Mother, which 
theſe Miniſters attaque with Calumnies ; nor the Converſion, and 
Salvation of fo great a number of her Children, as they keep | in 
errour by their falſe pretenſions. 

We doubt not, Sir, but theſe very Conſiderations will ſenſibly 
touch your Via jeſty, and that having (as you teſtify upon all oc- 
caſions) ſo much Teal for the Salvation of your Subjeas, and fo 
ercat reſpect and vencration for the Church, you will by your 
Authority ſuppreſs an evil, and an injuſtice which is ſo contrary, 
not only to the Principles of Chriſtianity: but alſo to the moſt 
common Rules of Natural Equity. 

Upon which account ( Sir |) we humbly beſecch your Majeſty, 
Firit To renew (by what way you pleaſe, or by what methods 
you think molt convenient ) the Edits and Declarations by which 
it is ordained , the Pretended Reformed ſhould uſe reſpe&t in 
ſpeaking of the Myſteries of our Religion, and to forbid them 
hereafter 1n propoſing, or refuring the Articles of our Faith, to 
wake uſe of thoſe injurious terms which they have hitherto affect- 
ed, 
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ed, and which the Clergy has here calle&ed,; and to abſtain for 
the future, from the like expreflions. Secondly, Seeing the Do- 
fine of the Catholick Church is clearly propegd in her profeſli- 
_ on of Faith, and in the Deciſions of the Council of Trent, to for- 
bid them in hke manner alſo, to impute to the Catholick Chnrch 
any other DoErine, or any of thoſe Erronrs which they have hi- 
therto had the boldneſs to charge her with, though ſhe always de- 
= and condemned them, in what Authors: faever they \were 
ound, 

By this means ( Sir ) you will mnoprint in the minds of all your 
Subjedts, thar inviolalbe reſpect which they ought to.have,far.qur 
Faith and Religion 3 and whilſt thoſe of the pretended Reforma- 
tion, who ſhall b2 converted, do voluntarily fubmit themſelves to 
the Orders of the Church, and with comfort embrace her Doctrine, 
the Enemics of her Truth, as well as of her Glory, will not at leaſt 
have any longer the liberty to abuſe her by their ſcandalous pro-

| Hoever you are,who intend to employ your ſelf in Reading 
Books of Controverſy,in order to your Satisfaftion in Reli- 


on, | 
of I. You muſt apprehend this matter as a Point of ſingular mement 
and Importance, and not read lightly, either for curiofity as many 
do, or negligently for recreation, or to paſs the time ; nor with the 
Spirit of Contradiction to find out Faults,whereon to quarrel, with- 
out juſt occafion : but ſincerely , and in Conſcience; making God 
himſelf the Judge 3 and propoſing for that end, theonly knowledgand 
- finding out of this Truth for your direQqion and inſtruction, and his 
glory and ſervice 3 for by this way, you will, as it were, oblige him 
to give you Light and Athſtance to diſcernthe ſame. And you muſt 
Te accompt, that if the true comprehention or error, in any one 
principal Article in Controverſy between us, doth draw with ic the 
peril of Eternal Damnation, if we miſs therein; how much more in 
themaltogether, whereof. youintend to make Judgment by this your 
reading 3 for which cauſe you have great need to ſtand attent,be hum- 
ble, devout,indifferent, pray much, and be carneſt with God to enligh- 


ten you 1n this behalf.

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2, When you begin to read about'any Controverſy , You muſt en- 
deayour firſt;'to appretiend well and briefly thetrue State of the Que- 
ſtion , not believing one ideonly , but ſearching out what each ſide 
faith and ho]deth therein ; for in this Point above others, you ſhall 
find fraud oftentimes uſed by Writers of divers Sortsand Secs, every 
one propoſing the State of nn advantageouſly, as himſelf 
would have the Reader 'to underſtand it, and not as his Adverſary 
doth hold it indeed. | 
3. When you have the true State of the Queſtion, be very careful 
to hold the ſamecontinually in your Mind,making often refletion and 
recourſe thereto, about the Diſcourſes you ſhall read in your Author , 
confidering well and attentively , whether they be to the purpoſe in 
hand,and do level right at the mark propoſed or no, or run afide toim- 
pertinent matters, as often they do,and fill up Leaves with things, that 
are far from the principal ſubſtance of the Queſtion. So as this muſt ſerve 
you,as the Plummet or Square doth the Maſon or Architect,to tell you 
' whether the Bmilding go ſtreight or no. And whatſoever you find that 
inferreth not,or concludeth not the principal Point in queſtion, that 
you muſt lay afide for the time, thoitbe otherwiſe never ſo witty , 
pleaſant or profitable, until you have conſidered that which toucheth 
the purpoſe direaly; for you ſhall find many Authors in theſe our 
Days , who RR to prove direAly ſome Concluſion in Contro- 
verſy, will afterwards ſlip aſide, and draw you into ſo many by-mat- 
ters, as will either confound your Judgment and Memory, or weary 
your Patience, and thereby make all your Reading unprofitable, and 
to no purpole. . IE 
4. Ponder well the weight of all ſuch Arguments as are alledged. 
For albeit they be to thepurpoſe and not wholly impertinentzyetthey 
may be weak and feeble, and not able to infer ſo much as is required. 
And theſe may be of TwoSJorts. Either out of Scripture, or ancient 
Fathers. As to the Scriptures, foraſmuch as not the ſound of Words, 
but the true Senſe and Meaning thereof isthat which moſt importeth)z 
the ſecureſt way,and moſt reaſonable to affure our (elves of the true 
meaning of it, 1s to look and confider, how the ſame was underſtood 
and interpreted by Anrient Fathers before theſe our Controverſies did 
ariſe. As for Example, Catholics alledg for Purgatory Fire, 1 Cor.3. [p- 
ſe ſalons erit fic tamen quaſt per ignem. The Antient Fathers underſtood 
it ſo. Proteſtants alledg on their fide theſe Words of Solomer, 
Where the Tree falleth, there it lyeth. But cannot bring any one Father 


for it in that Senſe, 
As 
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As for the Fathers themſel JEL VES , when they AF 2% 'd by any Par- 
ty, it 1sto be conſidered in what Age they wrote "oY whether that 
which they ſay wasever found to have been contradicted,or reprehen- 
dedby others of that Age or after them. For when this x not found, 
 thoany Fathers Sentence doth not make a Matter fully de fide, yet it 
1s a weighty Proof, the thing which he affirmeth was ſo believed by the 
whole Churchof. his Days,and conſequently it would begreat temeri- 
ty todiſcredit the ſame;for ſo muchas that Church being acknowledg- 
| ed by all to have been the true CatholicChurch,it muſt needsbe pre- 
ſumed to have held nothing generally, that the Catholic known 
Church of the precedent Age did not alſo believe and teach ; and fo 
fromone Ape to another, both upwards and downwards, may this 
Demonſtration be made, which ought to be a great Motive to.a dul- 
creet man to think ſeriouſly hereof. 
5. Itis much to be conſidered, when the Teſtimony of any antient 
approved Father is brought forth, whether it be conform to. the reſt 
of his DNo&rine or no, containing a Concluſion,purpoſely treated by 


* him, and not ſome parucular Saying, wreſted from him by violence 3 


as oftentimes Proteſtants uſe to do. And therefore when the Matter is 
of importance, his whole Diſcourſe is to be ſeen and peru(ed, with 
what goeth before and what cometh after , to ſee how they hang to- 
gether. And this Tadvertiſe you of in particular,that whenſoever you 
ſee any clear or pregnant Authority of any one Antient Father, aj- 
ledged by Proteſtants for their own fide, there do you ſtand attent 
and examin the place exactly , and I do aflure you, you ſhall find ei- 
ther fraud uſedin mifalledging or miſconſtruing, or that the Place it 
ſelf, well conſidered, will anſwer it felt; for Truth cannot be contra- 
ry to Truth. With the obſervance of this only Note you will be ſure 
to haveall theCurrent of ancient Holy Fathers with you. 

6. This isalſo worthy your weighing, that Protefant Writers upon | 
all occaſions ſeek, as it were by anticipation or prevention, to diminiſh 
the credit of the Ancient Fathers , when they are brought againſt 
themz making compariſon between them and Scripture (where not- 
withſtanding there 1s no compariſon at all) and telling their Readers, 
they arenot tobe believed as Judges inControverſy,except they bring 
Scrtpture,and that you mult think, underſtood and expounded in ſuch 
ſort as they themſelves may like the Expoſition ; which is an Argu- 
- ment they have no confidence indeed in Fathers, tho for a ſhew they 
makefair weather with them for a time. - And this is one notorious 
difference between them and us, that when they alledg any place out 
of ancient Fathers, ſounding to the Favour of any Dcctrine oftheirs

7. Ad laſtly, I nut advertiſe you, that when you have read all 
the Profefiave Waters, which yo will always find of the ſame Spirit 
im ſlippery dealing; yea,arnd wheti you have read all the Books of our 
fide alſo, if it were poſſible for you toread and ponder them all, you 
will hardly find any certainRuſe to reſolve upon by your muchRead- 
ing ; for the one ſaymeg, and the other unfaying 3 and the one accu- 
fmy the other of Faſhood, and proteſting Truth themſelves, will al- 
ways hotd your Mind int ſnfpÞence: And'the Controvetrfiesare ſo ma- 
ny, and! the' Diſcourſes {& large upon every Controverſy,and the ſhifts 
of them who mean hot ſimply are fo innumerable, that it will be im- 
poſhble for you to quiet and ſettle your Judgment, without ſome more 
certain Rule than Reading at random. And albeit it were poſſible for 
a Learned Perſon, ſtudious and patient of ſo much Labour, and had 
the Commodity of Books, to run through every Controverſy ; yet 
is it not poſſible for thouſands that have not theſe helps. And yet we 
muſt think,God has left ſome way for them alſo, both to inform and 
reſolve themſelves ſecurely in matters of Religion , which concern 
their Salvation. And this way 1s no ather than the Univerſal, Viſible 
Catholic Church. 

He who leaving his own Judgment relyeth upon the Authority and 
Determination of the Univerſal, Viſible, Chriſtian Church , as com- 
mended and propoſed by Chriſt Himſelf to be obeyed , deſcending 
down from age to age for a publick Direction of all until the end of 
the World ; this man, beſides the merit of obedience, deſerveth alſo
